Lexington, Ky., Nov. 2. — Judge D. 
J. I ifih u rum. Tor twelve yearn circuit 
Judge of the Twenty-eighth Judicial 
District, today confirmed a report pub- 
lished In Sunday's Leader that ho will 
be a canddate for the lu-publlcuu sen- 
atorial noniluatlou In 1M4, whin thl 
term of Senator A. O. Stanley. Demo- 
cratlc Incumbent and senior senuior 
will expire. 

Whon asked for a statement regard- 
ing persistent reports that ho would 
enter the contest for Uio Kentucky 
toga. Judge llethurum said: "You may 
say that I will be In the race tor the 
Senate In 191:4 and that at tho proper 
time I will make formal announcement 
of my candidacy. 

"I have been encouraged to bollovo 
that my entrance Into tho race will 
promote harmony and bring about a 
feeling of good fellowship In our ranks 
which Is so necessary to success In 
Kentucky. Two years ago I was urged 
to make the race for sonalor and had 
pledges of support from all over tho 
state. A careful study of the situation 
convinced me thai It wa» for ihe best 
interest of the presidential election 
that no primary bo held In Kentucky 
that year, and 1 cheerfully yielded In 
the Interest of Senator Ernel." 

Judge llethurum has been logal ad- 
viser to the Kentucky prohibition de- 
partment and chlcr assistant to Di- 
rector 8am Collins for the past year 
and haa greatly Increased his popular- 
ity with the rank and file of the people 
who stand for strict enforcement of 
the prohibition laws. 

Judge llethurum was a candidate In 
the 1*18 Republican primary for th<- 
senatorial nomination, but waa defeat- 
ed by a small margin by Dr. Ben L 
Bruner. of Louisville, who In turn was 
defeated by Senator Stanley at tho 
genoral election. Judge Bethurum was 
in a Chicago hospital during most of 
the campaign and did not make an 
active canvass of tho state In 1918. 

It is considered probable that Dr. 
Bruner may opose him again In th<- 
1*24 contest. Others who have been 
mentlonod as posslblp candidates are 
Governor Morrow and Judge Charles 
Kerr, who recently resigned as Judge 
of the Panama Canal Zone to accept a 
place on the War Frauds Commission 
at Washington.

PRISON TERMS AND 
BIG FINES ASSESSED 
BY JUDGE COCHRAN 

In Passing- Sentence en Those Con- 
victed ut Corington Federal Court, 
Jmlire Cochran Says Prohibition 
Laws Must Be Enforced. 

Covington, Ky., Nov. 2. — Asssert- 
Ing that he wns determined to see that 
tho nutlonul prohibition laws wero en- 
forced, Judge Cochran, presiding In 
United Slates Court for the Eastern 
District of Kentucky, yesterday sen- 
tenced Carl Webber. Covington; and 
Charles Ewan, Hotel Slnton, Cincin- 
nati, and Fred Betz, Southgate, each 
to serve two years in the penitentiary 
and each to pay a fine of 110.000. 

The throe men were convicted on 
charges of conspiring to vlolute the 
national prohibition laws. Others sen- 
tenced on slmilnr chargec to two years 
In the penitentiary were William K. 
Cottlngham, proprietor of the "Licking 
Inn," Newport, and Charles B. Wilson 
and Frederick Young, owners of "The 
Spot." Licking pike, south of Newport. 

Camilius Tcrlau, charged with the 
iefaclng and possessing Liberty bonds, 
was sentenced to serve ten years in 
tho penitentiary. Tho bonds had been 
tolen previously from the Walton 
Savings Bank, Walton, Ky., when 
burglars visited that Institution. Ter- 
lau has already served eighteen 
months in the Covington Jail. 

Before passing sentence Judge 
Cochran Indicated that those found 
guilty on conspiracy charges would be 
punished with penitentiary sentence*, 
second offenders of prohibition laws 
would be placed in Jail and first viola- 
tors of the same laws would bo fined. 

Judge Cochran said: "Violations of 
the prohibition laws are largely due 
to the opposition of many respectable 
citizens to these laws. Violation of 
those laws lead to violations of other 
laws. Personally, I think theso laws 
should be enforced, and, I believe they 
will lie enforced."

Lexington, Ky., Nov. L*.— Members of 
tho board of directors of the Burley 
Tobacco Growers Co-operaticc Associ- 
ation, In regular monthly session here 
yesterday with all the directors pres- 
ent, hoard a report on tho expense of 
marketing the tobacco of the members, 
which with every possible Item of cost 
added will not exceed 75 cents a hun- 
dred pounds, as contrasted' with a 
probable average of $1.25 a hundred 
pounds for the growers who sold out- 
side tho association; learned that they 
had increased the value of their tobac- 
co $750,000 by proper grading and air- 
drying; were told that the receiving 
of this year's crop would start Decem- 
ber 1 to 15, and listened to a contrast 
of conditions prevailing now, In the 
( burley district and those which exist- 
ed In the crop year of 1920-1921 by 
Judge Robert W. Bingham, of Louis- 
ville, who also reported to the direc- 
tors on the success of the dark tobaccb 
growers In forming their co-operative 
association. 

Judge Bingham said that some of the 
leaders of the movement in the dark 
belt, when they learned that lack of 
money was keeping out tenants on 
their farms, raised the money required 
by the tenants and loaned It to them. 

The report of William Collins, chief 
of the field service division, showed 
that the association now has 73,265 
members and that it is likely the num 
ber will exceed 75.000 by tho time con- 
tracts being signed thlB week and next 
Monday are In. 

Of the 54,000 hogsheads sold to the 
R. J. Reynolds Tobacco Company 13,- 
749 hogsheads have been delivered, 
President Stone said. Mr. Stone also 
aid that three of the big tobacco con- 
cerns are ready to buy the tobacco of 
the association as soon as It Is deliv- 
ered. 



MR. W. H. FREDERICK 
DIES JROM INJURIES 

Prominent Contractor and Builder 
Dies Following Injuries Sustained 
When Struck By Railway Motor. 

Mr. W. H. Frederick, one of the best 
known contractors and most capable 

builders ever in Mayeville, died at hU 
homo In Front street at about mid- 
night Wednesday evening following 
confinement to his borne for about two 
months occasioned by an accident on 
the 0. & O. railroad In front of his 
home. Mr. Frederick was crossing the 
railroad tracks early on the morning 
of September 6th when he was run 
into by a motor car operated by one 
of the railroad company's electricians. 
He suffered a fracture of both legs and 
wsb otherwise injured. 

Mr. Frederick was 77 years of age 
and a native of Brown county, Ohio. 
Ho served as a member of an Ohio ar- 
tillery company during the Civil War 
and shortly after the close of the war 
moved to this city whore he engaged 
in contracting. Some of the city's most 
imposing buildings are monuments to 
his skill. 

He is survived by two daughters, 
Mrs. M. B. Easton, of Cincinnati, and 
Mtb. W. E. Wilhoit, of this city. His 
wife preceeded him to the grave sev- 
eral years ago.

Saturday afternoon at 2 o'clock with 
services by Dr. John Barbour, of the 
Presbyterian church. Burial at tho 
Maysvllle cemetery.

WIDOW'S STATEMENT 
IS DENIED BY MILLS 
IN A STATEMENT 

Janitor of New Brunswick Church De. 
nles Part of the statement Made By 
Widow of Pastor to Newspaper 

Men Yesterday. 

New Brunswick, N. J., Nov. 2. — 
James Mills, husband of the slain 
choir singer, asserted today several 
statements made by Mrs. Frances Noel 
Hall, the rector's widow, in an inter- 
view with newspaper men yesterday 
were untrue. 

Detective James Mason charged dis- 
crepancies existed between statements 
of Mrs. Hall and those of "other wit- 
nesses," while Mrs Jane Gibson, who 
claims to have witnessed the dual 
murder, stmultansouely attacked state- 
ments made by the rector's widow, 
who, she charges, was present at the 
slaying of Rev. Edward W. Hall and 
Mrs. Eleanor Mills. 

Mills, laying a. ide the meek de- 
meanor he has assumed since the 
crime, took issue with Mrs. Hall's as- 
sertion that she notified police of her 
husband's disappearance before she 
saw Mills the morning after the rector 
left home. 

"I met Mrs Hal" about 8:30 a. m., 
Friday, at the church and she told me 
Hall bad not been home the 
night," Mills said. 

"I said, 'Noither was 
they have eloped.' 

" 'No. -It urjst have been foul play," 
che replied. 

"I myself suggested calling police 
end she said she would telephone them 
and did not -ctimate she already had 
called them. Later in the day she told 
me she had notified them Mrs. Mills 
wns missing."

Reports have been received by the 
field service division and by Presi- 
dent James C. Stone of the purchase 
by speculators of widely scattered 
cropa at high prices, in order to keep 
out of the association the few tobacco 
growers still on the outside, but work- 
say that growers see through this 
proposition readily, and era not de- 
ceived by it. One tobacco grower re- 
ported that one of these speculators 
had purchased a crop of tobacco at 
48 cents a pound, anothor at 30 cenB, 
and several ao 27 cents, but thai these 
crops were miles apart and that grow- 
ers who learned of the sales and en- 
deavored to sell their own crops to the 
same buyer were told that he already 
had purchased "his requirements" and 
.at he would buy no more in the par- 
ticular section in w hich he had bougnt 
the good cropB. 

In a public statement Judge W. A. 
Baskett, of Brandenburg, declared that 
the speculators buying up these out- 
side crops in Southern Indiana and 
northwestern Kentucky were not pay- 
ing more than half what the tobacco 
is worth. 

Chief Collins said requests for con- 
tracts were coming in from all parts 
of the district and that judging from 
the enthusiasm shown by members 
and workers the final week's work 
would result inreaching the goal of 
75,000 members. 

Hurley leaders were pleased to hear 
from th dark tobacco district that the 
drive which ended Saturday had re- 
sulted in the signing up of enough 
tobacco to make sure the success of 
tho organization there, as more than 
70 per cent, has been signed. 

President Stone has returned from 
Ohio, where he spoke at Georgetown. 
Brown county, Saturday morning, Vice 
President Kehoe Bpeaking at the same 
point In the afternoon. Mr. Stone said 
the Ohio growers wero enthusiastic 
and working hard to bring every out- 
sider into the association.

Nov. I— Confes- 
sion of ati tonUU that duplicate keys 
had been made to doors of the Clurk 
county Jail, where are confined Scobee 
Hardtnan, Indicted for alleged com- 
plicity In the murder of Leon Renaker. 
and Ike Miller, wealthy Fayette county 
farmer, serving a thrw; months jail 
sentence for violation of federal pro- 
hibition laws, foiled jail delivery, it 
developed here tediiy. 

The keys were found last Sunday In 
ciiv' of the cells Of the inner cages ol 
ihe jail after a search instituted by 
Chief of Police J. S. Mulltna and Jailer 
Carroll Azbill. liny were found in the 
cell and not in the possession of any 
prisoner. 

One of the keys had been made from 
a piece of hard steel on which plainly 
visible were vise marks and appar- 
ently had been manufactured outside 
the Institution as the steel could hard' 
ly be scratched by a file. It is believed 
that this key was made from an Im- 
pression taken from the jailer's keys 
on September 19. when a certain in- 
mate was called to the long distance 
telephone in the jailer's office and had 
access to the keys. 

The second key was made from the 
blade of a table knife sent into the jail 
with meals served by a restaurant. 
Scobee Hardman has his meals sent in 
regularly from this restaurant. Ike 
Miller's meals are sent from another 
restaurant No other inmate of the jail 
has his meals sent in from the outside 
The second key. made from the knife 
blade, was fashioned inside the jail, 
ofllolajj say they believe. Eit'aer key 
will fit the lock in cell five from which 
jail inmates can make a clean getaway 
through an i-nlo.-ked door. 

The pieces of paper used for making 
key impress: at bare been found and 
are declared to be identical with letter 
paper Hardman used last friday when 
be wrote a note to the jailer asking 
hit he be placed in the hospital ward 
because he was ill. The ao«pitci wani 
is never locked, it is said. Ike Miller 
is said to have paper identical with 
that Hardman used. 

The investigators brieve 'hat Uw 
persons who 'ocX the impressions 
.cere either the inmate who frequently 
,.sed the long distance telephone in the 
jailer's office where the keys are kept 
or some one who has access to the jail- 
er's residence. 

Piecing together threads of evidence 
'.hey had collected, the authorities be- 
lieve the jail delivery had been plan- 
ned for the latter part of the week or 
Sunday night Thf-y also expressed the 
belief that an aeroplane was to be used 
in making the escape. A plane was 
said to have hovered over the city pan 
of Saturday and Sunday, never at- 
empting to alight, however. 

Hardman today was placed in a cage 
be'jind locked doors and orders were 
trsned that he is to have no visitors 
unless they are accompanied by the 
jailer, and visiting will be restricted. 
Heretofore Hardman has been receiv- 
ing guests daily with very little re- 
strictions.
